The number required to meet the 
charter provisions is figured at 34,-

voters registered at the last election 
for Mayor must sign, and this 20 
per cent must include,20 per cent of 
teh voters in two-thirds of the wards.

“As to the recommendation that

1 
do not assume that the Trade Com- 
mission contemplates the Govern- 
ment entering upon the purchase and 
gale of meats and groceries at these 
ettablishments. Nor does it appear 
to me that the individual separate 
and scattered branch houses of the 
packers furnish any proper physical 
basis for free terminal wholesale 
markets. 


“In discussion with the independ- 


ent packers, I find no belief that the 
packers’ branch houses would serve 


as a basis of universal market serv- | 


ce, and I find much differences of 
opinion as to public markets as a so- 
lution. Any of the great packers’ 
equipment in this particular would in 
any event require a great deal of ex- 
tension to effect such objectives, and 
we are in no position to find the ma- 
terial and labor during the war. 

“We do need an 
ance to the food trades of such ter- 
minal facilities as will allow any 
manufacturer or dealer in anv food 
product equal opportunity to handle 
and store his oouds pending 
final distribution. The usefulness of 
ether public, wholesale or retail 
markets in the promotion of these 
ends is a matter of great division of 
opinion. The most predominant feel- 
ing in the independent trades is that 
if sites can be made available, ad- 
Jacenft to railway facilities, the trades 
themselves would solve the matter. 
In any event, the whole public mar- 
ket Question is peculiar to each city 
and town, and my own inquiries find 
little belief that the present branch 
houses of the packers would serve 
this purpose. 

“Furthermore, my own instinct, in 
any event, is against Federal owner- 
ship of such facilities, and our own 
inquiries rather indicate that if 
transportation questions, together 
with factors mentioned later on, are 
put right, this problem will solve 
iigelf. Altogether, I do not consider 
that the prime object of maintaining 
the initiative of our citizens and of 
our local communities is to be se- 
cured by this vast expansion of Fed- 
eral activities. 

Discusses Centralization. 

“There are certain matters relat- 
ing to the development ‘and control 
Of the packing industry which are 
Rot referred to in the report of the 
Trade Commission, which appear to 
me of first importance. One effect 
of the great centralization of this in- 
dustry has been the stultification or 
decline in slaughter near many large 
Cities and towns.

URGES FORMING NEW NATIONAL 
PARTY WITH RIVERS PLATFORM 


National Marine League President 
Says Valley Contains 51 Per Cent 
of U. S. Voting Strength. 

P. H. W. Ross of New York, pres- 
ident of the National Marine League, 
an organization formed to obtain 
waterways improvements and to pro- 
mote the development of an Amer- 
ican merchant marine, in an ‘address 
at a luncheon of members of the 
Chamber of Commerce at Hotel Stat- 
ler today, proposed the formation of 
a new national political party to 
bring about national development of 
waterways. 

“T have been attending waterways 
j}conventions and ‘congresses’ for 
about eight years,” he said, “and 
with each succeeding year the con- 
'viction has deepened in my mind 

that we are wasting our efforts and 
talking vainly into the air. The rea- 
son was that we were appealing toa 
United States Congress, no serious 
portion of which was elected with a 
view to securing better waterways. 

“To obtain results we must have 
'a regular ‘waterway party. The peo- 
‘ple will work for a party. A mere 
association is too nebulous for them. 
With a political party they can ob- 
tain rewerd, appreciation, recogni- 
tion, all that goes to satisfy the nor- 
mal citize .’s perfectly healthy desire 
to ‘gain his bit’ in public life.

Code Commission holds that such a law would dis-'| 
courage illicit relationships and reduce illegitimacy. | 
The one outstanding benefit of the law is that it is in 
the interest of the helpless child. No innocent child 
should be made to suffer for the sins of its parents. 
And every child is entitled to care and support by its 
parents, if they can be found. 

The remainder of the code is not open to serious ob- 
jection. The measures proposed are the result of care- 
ful study, based on the experience of other states 
and countries. They should be passed without delay. 
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LAST OF A GREAT TRIUMVIRATE. 
Of the great triumvirate that directed as chiefs of 
state the destiny of the North American continent dur- 
ing almost the entire first decade of the new century, 
Wilfrid Laurier was the last to die. 

Undoubtedly it will be many years before any such 
conjunction of constructive leaders will be seen in the 
countries controlling practically all the continent as 
that presented by Laurier in Canada, Roosevelt in the 
United States and Diaz in Mexico. 

Of these three, the one who owed the least to g00d 
luck and whose career presents the greatest triumph 
of personal effort and ability over handicaps was per- 
haps Laurier. Despite great obstacles in religious and 
racial prejudice and a strongly entrenched political sys- 
tem, he rose to the premiership of his country, in which 
he served for 15 years, important years in Canada’s his- 
tory. Undoubtedly he was the most distinguished man 
produced by the transplanted French race which has so 
long maintained its identity on the Western Hemis- 
phere. His long leadership gave definite impetus to 
the growth of liberalism and the weakening of Tory- 
ism in the British empire. Americans will remember 
that his political downfall in 1911 came as a direct re- 
sult of the arrangement for fair trade he negotiated with 
President Taft.

HERE isa spirit in the United States |

“Let us forget Europe. Let us abolish 
it from our minds. Let us get out of 
there and stay out. Let us enter into no 
arrangements of control or of confer- 
ences of any kind hereafter with an Eu- 
ropean matter. America is enough. Let 
us devote ourselves exclusively to our 
own hemisphere. Thus we shall have 
peace.”’ ; 

But what is this policy? It is pre- 
cisely the policy we were in fact follow- 
ing before the great war. And what did 
we reap? We reaped an American ex- 
peditionary force fighting and bleeding 
on European soil. 

It is more than amazing, it is pitiful 
tnat experienced and distinguished Unit- 
ed States Senators should tell us that we 
can get peace by forgetting Europe, 
when we have just finished participat- 
ing in a European war which we en- 
tered after having forgotten Europe most 
completely for 50 years. The policy of not 
thinking about Europe is a manifest fail- 
ure as an insurance against fighting in 
Europe. 

In fact, one may safely go farther and 
say that the policy of not thinking about 
Europe is one of the surest possible wayr 
of allowing European quarrels to pro- 
ceed to the point of requiring and of ex- 
acting a toll of American lives.

PEACE TIME ARMY IS 
NED AT 175,000 


House Eliminates Legislation for 
Temporary Organization of 
540,000 Men.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The| 
peace time army of the United States | 
for the year beginning July 1 is fixed 
at 175,000 men—the number author- | 
ized by the national defense act of 
1916—under a Senate bill sent to) 
conference today after passage last 
night by the House.
